A 18-year prison sentence is pro­ 
vided fo r **&iBU>rtiny and com m uni­ 
cating: to a r r foreign power any 
facts the eottoes.lmcnt of w hich is

The circu latin g of false news re ­ 
garding governm **it secrets entail 
a J# -year sentence. 
The section threatens a peniten­ 
tiary

W rite rs at articles inciting w o rk­ 
er* to strike on any vitally im por­ 
tant public works, or to engage in 
a general strike, w ill he punished 
hy imprisonm ent for a

P o lice announced raids on v a ri­ 
ous offices of Communist and S o ­
